Europe. This matter ſtrake ſuche feare in theim that 
the kledde into the woodes and deſert places leauyng

2453s. paſſage. Wherfoꝛe he committed to Lagarus kinge of 
the Agrians (whiche was well beloued of king Philip, 
and no leſſe in his kauour) the charge to go againſt the 
Anterians Anterians, and pꝛomiſed him vpõ his returne to geue 
cyna, him his ſiſter Cyna in mariage. And Ilexander hem 
ſelfe with great celeritie went agaynſt Clytus a Glay- 
cias, whom in ſondꝛye battailes he ouercame and put 
to klyght. hiles Alexander was about theſe thinges, 
he received aduertiſement, that diuers cities in Grea⸗ 
ce, and ſpecially the Thebans, hadde rebelled, whiche 
The: thing moued hin muche,and was the cauſe that he re- 
tourned with ſpede to opp2eſſe that commotion. The 
Thebanes in this meane ſeaſon beſieged the Caſtle of 
\\Chebes , wherin was a guariſon of Macedones , and 
went about by al meanes to winne it. Alexander came 
by great tonruetes to their xeſcue.and encginpeduſth 
Theſiese his haſte neaue to the citie, Suche as bare rule gmon: 
e Sbebeß get the Thebanes when they ſawe him tome, contks⸗ 
type to that they loked tox and doub png whether ſuche 
ayde ſhoulde come to theim from other cityes as was 
pꝛomiſed, began to conſult howe to pꝛocede. At length 
by a gencrall conſent, they determined to abide the ad: 

uenture and ertremitye of the warre. The king int 

meane ſcaſon ſtode at a ſtaye,geuing them ſpace tol 
better adwſed and chaunge purpoſe, fo: he was of opt: 
non. that no-one C:tye woulde euer haue made reſt: 
ſtaũce againſt ſo great a power as he had,beyng aboue 
xx. 
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rx. thouſand kotemen, and thꝛe thouſand hoꝛſemen, al 
olde ſouldſours, and expert in the traueples of warre. 
The truſte of their manhode and valiauntnes , hadde 
cauſedhim to vndertake the warres agatnſte the Per⸗ 
cans, Cruel if the Thebans had geuen place to foꝛ⸗ 
tune, and to the time, and woulde haue required peace, 
they mighte ealilye haue obtetned it, his deſire was ſo 
great to paſſe into Aſta againſt the Percians. But the 
Thebans that were determined to trie their koꝛce and 
not to make eny lute, fought againſte the Macedons, 
karre exceadyng them in numbꝛe obſtinately and with 

reat mahode.But whiles the battacles were cotntn 

e guariſon of the caſtle iſſued out bpon the Thebas 
backes,wherby being encloſed thet were bainguiſhed, 
their citye taken,ſpopled.and vtterly raſed, W 2 
tremitie Alexãder vled of purpoſe, becauſe he t de 
the reſt of the Grectans, akrated by their eraple, would des. 
be the moze quiet, while he ſhoulde be in the warres of 
Aſta. To gratifye the Phocians and Plateans his 
confederates, whiche bzought manye accuſations a⸗ 

inſt the Thebans, he ſlewe of them ſixe thouſand,# 
olde thirtye thouſande as ſlaves : the money wherof 
commyng:amounteth to the ſumme of foure hundzed 
and fozkye talẽtes. Pet he ſpared al the linage of Pin- Pines 
datus the Poete , wherby he roulde witnes vnto the , '. 
worde the fauourhe did beare vnto learned men. In Ae 1D 
this citye of Thebes was a notable woman called Ti⸗ /<6-+54 . 
moclea , whome when a Capitaine of Thzace did ra= Trwocie 
uiſhe , and woulde haue entozced her to confkelle her 
money. She bzought him to a well where ( ſhe ſaide)al K w 
her pꝛecious geare was hidden. And whiles he ſtouped (7-#F, 04 
dewne to loke into the well ſhe thzuſte him in e thiew e

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Foꝛ this fact ſhe being committed to pꝛiſonu . and after: 
wardes bꝛought be koꝛe Alexander: he aſked her what 
ſhe was, ſhe anſwered without fear, that ſhe was ſiſter 


to Theogenes, which beyng elected genetal capitaine 
againſt king Philippe his father. manfully died koꝛ the 


libertie of Greece . At whoſe ſtowtnes and coſtancy,the 
king maruetled ſo much, p he cauſed het with her chil⸗ 
dꝛen tobe ſet at libertie. The Athenians had ſo great 
pitie ⁊ copaſſion of the eſtate of th: Thebanes,that cd: 
trary to the tcõmaundemt̃t of Alexander, thei receiued 
into their citie ſuch of th? as eſcaped. Mhiche thing J- 
lexander toke in ſuch diſpleaſure p when thei ſent Em⸗ 


baſſadours the ſecdd time to demaund peace,he would 


not graunte atonement vpon eny other condition but 
that ſuchOzatours æ captaines which had ſturred the 
fo rebellion, ſhould be deliuered vnto his handes. But 
at lẽgih the matter was bzought to that point that the 
Ozatours were reſerued,and the capitatnes bantſhed, 
which ſtraight fled to Darius kyng of Perce. At ſuche 
time as Alexander aſſembled the Grecias in Iſthmos 
foz the determinaeid of his tourney into Perce, many 
Ozatours a Philoſophers came to viſite on Di 
ogenes that remained aboute Coꝛinthe, kept him lelke 
awape, as one that eſtemed Alexander nothing at all, 
Wherat he marueiled much. a went to viſit him, wher 
he was beking of him ſelf in p ſunne. He aſked Dioge 
nes if he had nede of eny thing he might do. To whom 
Diogenes nether gaue reuerece no; thankes, but wil⸗ 
led him to ſtandout of his ſũne ſhine, In whole beha⸗ 
uour & wozds, Alexader toke ſo great delite ß turning 
to tholeþ were w htm.ſad:( he were not Alexander. hẽ

Foz he condempned —— that had bene 
done by hys deputies,hautng opinid that good gouer⸗ 
ment wanted in many of them t that foztune had fay⸗ 
led in them al. He came therefoze to Babtlon, wher he 
encainped,aſſemblyng al his fozee togethers in ſighte, 

And vſi 
the enſaͤple of Ferxes, in takingof his muſters,entr?- 
ched ſo much ground about as was able to receiue.x. 
thouſand men, within the which be lodged in the night 
ſuch as had bene muſtred in the day, and from thence 
they were beſtowed abꝛoade in the playne countrie of 
Meſopotania.The numbꝛe of his hoꝛſmẽ and kotme 
were innumerable, and pet ſeamed to the ſpghte to be 
moze then they were.

the waye that Darius had ſent one of his nobles thi: 
ther.fearyng that fo the ſmalnes of his owne num 
the Damaſcẽs would kepe him out, determined to led 
fo: a greater power. But by chaunce one Mardus fel 
into the handes ok the hoꝛſemen þ he had ſent befoze 
to ſcoure the countrep, whiche beyng bzought bekoze 
Parmeno, deliuered hym the letters that the capitain 
of Damalco hadde ſente to Alexander and beſides the 
letters added ok him ſelfe , that he doubted not but all 
Darius riches and his treaſure ſhoulde be deltuered 
to hym at hys arriuall . Parmenio gaue the charge to 
- cectayne of his menne koꝛ his ſure kepynge , and then 
opened the letters,wherm it was conteined p Alcxan⸗ 
der in all haſte ſhoulde lende one of his capitaines ihi 
ther with a ſinall power. Whiche thing knowẽ he lent 
Mardus backe againe to Damal co, with certapne to 
accompanye him, but he eſcaped out of their handes, # 
came to Damaſco befoze daye lyght. That thing trou⸗ 
bled greatly Parmento , doubtyng þ his enemies had 
layed ſome embulhment fo2 him, # therfoze durſte not 
go an vnknowen waye without a guide. Vet notwith- 
ſtandyng v;on the confidence he had in the felicityof 
of his pꝛince, toke peaſantes of the coũtrey to conducte 
hlin the way, which the. ui. daye bꝛought him to the c 
tic of Damaſco. The captaine doubtyng that credete 
(ould not be geuen to his letter pꝛetended to wilirull 
the ſirength of p towne, a made coũtenaũce as though 
he would fle away. By the ſpzing of the daye.he cauled 
Darius trealurc(whiche the Perciaus call Gaza)with 
the rec of all his pꝛecious thinges to be bzought foztl 
of the tou ne, of purpoſe to betrape the lame ay.” 
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Macedons handes, There were many thouſandes of = eee 
menne and women that folowed, a pitious ſight to all 4 4 L 
that ſawe them ſauyng to him, to whoſe fidelitie they = we 'o * 
were committed. Foz he to wynne him ſelfe thancke, po * 
purpoſed to deliuer to hys enempes , a pꝛape more pꝛe⸗ 
cious then al the reſte, which were ſuch of the nobilitte 
as he hadde in keping , wyth the wiues and childzen of 
great men þ bare rule vnder Darius. Ind beſides the 
Einbaſſadozs of the cities of Grece , whõ Darius had 
left? in the traptours handes, as in a foꝛtreſſe (to hys 
thinkyng)of moſte ſuertye. The Percians call thoſe 
Gangabe, that carpe burthens vpon the: ſhoulders, 
who hauynge the cariage of thynges ok moſte valure, 
when they could not endure the colde koꝛ the froſt and 
ſnowe that ſodapnly kell they put von them the robes 
of clothe of golde t purple, whiche they caried wꝛapt bp 
together with the money, there beyng no mã to let the, 
fo: the aduerſitie of Darius cauſed that baſe ſoꝛte of 
men to ble a licencious libertye. Thoſe kynde of men 
ſemed to Parmenis at the fir(t ſight to be no (mall ar⸗ 
mye.x therkoꝛe reguarded not the matter lightely but 
aue exhoꝛtatid to thoſe $ were w him as though they 

uld haue fought a ſoꝛe battayle, and willed theim to 
put their ſpur res to their hoꝛſe, and geue the charge: 
whiche thynge petceiued by theim that bare the bur- 
depnes.fledde a wap fo? feare, and ſo did the menne of 
warre that were wyth theim , by ſuch? wapes as they 
beſt knewe, The captaine of Damaſco counterfeityng 
ſuche feare as other feared in dede , was the cauſe of 
all this confuſion, The riches of Darius was lefte a⸗ 
lone a lape ſparkeled abꝛoade ouer all the freldes, with 
the money that was pzepared fo2 the wages of ſo infe: 
nite a numbze of (ould:0:4rs.and alſo the apparail of ſo 
many 
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many great men and noble women, veſſell of golde 
golden furnimftes koꝛ hozles, pauilions adozned with 
regall magnificence , and s ful of infinite ri 
ches. A thing euen ſozowfull to behold to the ſpoplers, 
if eny thing could ſtape the couetouſnes of men. Mas 
it not a pitifull thing to beholde , the riches that hadde 
bene gathered together in ſo great numbze ok peres 
whiles the ſtate of the Percians ſtode in that inrrede: 
ble height of koꝛtune one part to be toꝛne with buſhes 
and an other dzowned in the myze , it beyng ſo greate 
beſides, that the hades of p ſpoylers could not ſuffice 
fo: the ſpoyle. When the hoꝛſemen had ouertaken the 
that fledde firſt they kounde diuers women hartynge 
of the ſmall childꝛen emonges whom there were four 
octns virgines the doughters of Dechus, that reigned next 
kins vefo:e befoze Darius. They befozethat tyme hadde ſuffered 
%  chaunge of fo:tune , when the ſtate was alteredfrom 
their fathers lyne. But this aduerſitte was much moze 
greuous vnto them. There was in this flock the wife 
of Occhus,the doughter of Oxatrix that was Darius 
bꝛother, and the wife of Artabaſus whiche was ok the 
heade houſe of Per cia, with his ſonne alſo called Jlig- 
neſus ; The wife and the ſonne of Farnabazus were 
alſo taken, to whom Darius had comttted the cha 
of all the ſea coaſtes , and wyth theim the thꝛe do 
ters of Mentoꝛ, the wife and the ſonne of the noble 
captain MFnon.There was ſrarcelyeny houſe of the 
nobilitte of Perce free fron chat euyll aduenture. 
There were bothe Lacedemontans and Athenians, 
that contrarye to the league betwene Alexander and 
them, toke Darius parte. Emonges the Athenians 
Iriſtogiton , Dꝛopides, and Leuertes were of molle 
notable kame and linage.

Farnabaſus Darius admtrall hauyng exacted money 
at Mtleſium, and ſette a quariſon in Scio, paſſed 
into the Jle of Indꝛos with a hundꝛed ſhyppes . And 
from thence he wente to Syphnus, a men ol 
warre into all the Jlandes, exacted of theim money, 
The greatnes of the warre that was in hand betwene 
two of the moſt putſſant pꝛinces of Alia and Europe, 
did dꝛawe both Greace and Crete to armes. Agtis the 
kyng of Lacedemon gathered together. viti. thouſand 

akes that were come home out of Cylicia, and mo: 
ued warre to — wr that was gouernour of Ma: 
cedon. The Cretias folowyng ſometime one part. and 
ſometime an other, receyued one white guartſon of 
Macedons, and an other of Lacedemonians, to 
lye amonges them.

But in the making therok there entered great diſpatre 
into all mens hartes conſiderynge the deapnes ok the 
ſea;whiche. they ſawe not poſſible to be fylled,ſcarſly by 
eny delne powze.

Their chieke pꝛactyſe was fo2 a num⸗ 

be of them to enter into the Sea a karre of out of the 

Macedons ſight. and ſo come diuing vnder the water 

tyll they came buto the Peere, where wyth hokes they 

woulde pull vnto them the bꝛaunches of the trees that 

appeared out of the ſtones, wherby the ſtones and the 

other ſubſtaunce kolowed after into the deape.

lep called er ftue oozes on a banke, 

The Tiriis durſt not aduẽtute the ſea fight altho 
they had a great nauy but ſet al theit gale is in a rote 
befo:e the walles of their Citie, which the king aſſafled 
and put to diſtres. The next day the Macedons wyth 
their ſhippes ennitroned the Citie round? about. dyd 
beate downe the walles, ſpeciallye with ſuch engynes 
Arictc9. ag theycall Arietes. But the Tirtans ſtraight way rt: 
cue. koꝛeed and made vp their walles agayne with ſtonesþ 
lap at hand and raiſed vp an inwarde walle rounde 8: 
boute wythin the Citie, whiche might be their defence 
lk the other failed. But their deſtruction appzoched on 
euery ſyde the Mole was wꝛought within the caſte of 
darte, and the ſhippes gaue the appzoche round aboute 
the walles, ſo that they were ouer laide bothe by Hes 
and by lande. The Macedons hadde deuiled to ioyne 
their galeis two and two together in ſuche ſoꝛte that 
the koꝛepartes met cloſe befoꝛe, and the hinderpartes 
laye farre of one from the other. And ouer the ſpaces 
remaininge betwixt puppe and puppe, they made bꝛyd 
ges with maſtes and matne yardes laced betwirt Ga⸗ 
ley and Galey faſte bounde together to carpe ſc uldiert 
vpon. nohẽ they had put their galeis in this oꝛder thei 
ſet foꝛwardes to wardes the Citye. And hauinge ram: 
pared the pꝛoꝛes fo2 defence ofthe ſouldters that vere 
behinde, they ſtoode in the Galeis and dyd ſhoote and 
caſt dartes againſt their enemies wythout eny perils} 
daunger to them ſelues. It was mydnyght when they 
had commaundemente to ſet fozwardes after the md: 
ner. As the ſhyppes were appꝛochynge on all partes, 
aaͤnd the Tirtans ſtoode aſfonted foz feare and deſpe- 
* Tempest. ration: ſodatnelye the ſkye was Wen we 
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dimme clovwdes, + a ſodeine darkenes toke awaye the 
light . Then the ſea by little #litle waxed terrible and 
roughe. the wynde blewe rayſing bp the waues, and 
did beate the ſhippes one againſte an other: the vio- 
lence wherof burſt a ſonder the bandes and 
wherwith p galeyes were faſtened ers . Which 
done the bꝛidges craſhed and flewe alonder;and witg 
the ſouldiers that ſtoode vpon them kel into the Sea, 
There was great cofufion,foz the ſhippes entangled 
thus togither could by no means be gouerned in luch 


a tempeſt,the ſouldiers diſturbing the feate of the ma: / 


riners; and the mariners geuyng impediment to the 
office ofthe ſould(ers . Thus as it doth often happen. 
in ſuch caſe,the expert were obedient to the ignoꝛaunt, 
fo: the ſhippe maiſters thatwere wont to commatide, 
then fo2 feare of death were dyrectedbyother . But 
at length by fo2ce of ——— galleis recouered the 
ſhoze;the moꝛe parte ot being bꝛoken and tozne, 
It chaunſed at the ſame time. xxx. Embaſſadours to 
come from Carthage to Ty2e, who gaue moze comfozt 
then aſſiſtance to them that were beſieged . Foz they 
ſhewed howe the Carthagens were ſo aſſayled'wyth 
warte at their obone doꝛes, that they could by no meas 
nes ſend them luctour. In ſo muche as the Syracu= 
ſans were burning in Iffrike.and had encaped them 
ſelues vnder the verie walles of Carthage. The Ty⸗ 
ryans yet were not diſcomfited, koꝛ all that they were 
duſapointed of their ſpecial truſte , but deltuered vnto 
thoſe Embaſſadours their wyues and their chyldzen 
tocarie vnto Carthage.thiking toendure moꝛe ſtowt- 
ly the ſiege it the thinges whych were moſte deare vn⸗ 
tothem,were remouedout ofdaunger . There was 
a'Tyzian whyche in an open aſſemble — that - 
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gag men in feare be apte to beleue the wozſte, they tied 


© q neceſſitte that was hanging outer their heades, being 
monꝛe effectuall then enp arte oz ſcience, 
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lo (whom the Tyzians greatly do woꝛchype) hadde 
appeared to him in his flepe.leming to him that he had 
forſaken the Cytie, and tranſfozmed the Moole that þ 
Macedons had made into a great woode . Percupon 
though the auctoꝛ were of ſinall credite pet fozaſmuch 


faſt Apollos Image wyth a golden cheyne and boũd 
faſt alſo the aulter of Hercules (to whom the Cytie 
was dedicate ) thynking by deteining of the one, to 
kepe (till the other. The Carthagens in tymes paſte 
had bꝛought that Image from Stiracuſe, and had pla⸗ 
ced it in the hedd Citie out of the which they were dels 
cended.Foz their cuſtome was to adourne Ty2e wyth 
ſuche ſpoiles as they had taken, no leſĩ then they dyd 
Carthage it ſelf. They at þ time would alſo haue bene 
auctoures vnto the Tirtas foz the renuing ok an olde 
ſacrifice that had bene omitted many peares, whet in 
they vſed to off re bp to Saturne a kre boꝛne childe. 
Whiche being rather a ſacrilege then a ſacrifice, the 
Carthagens received of their kyꝛſt founders, er ſtil ob: 
ſerued the ſame, till their citie was deſtroied. And but 
þ the auncient mẽ by whom al thinges were gouerned 
had wythſtand it, thys wicked ſuperſicion had taken

onlye ſuche thinges as were accuſtomed fo2 defences,

the monſter . They vpon their owne imagination, 
. {. conceiued ſuche a gladnes. and pꝛonoſticated to them 
nebel ſelues ſuch good foztune; that they kel to banquetpng 
and dunkyng. And when they were well charged with 
wine at the ſunne riſing thei ſet garlandes of flowers 
vpon their heades and mounted into their galleis not 
only with hope of vectozp.but with a triumphe made be: 
koꝛe hand. It chaunſed at the ſame time that Alexider 
had conueyed his nauie to the contrary ſide of the Ci 
tte, and lefte vpon the ſhoꝛe. xxx. ot the ſmalleſtv2ſcls, 
of the which the Tyztans caught two and put the reſt 
in daunger of deſtreſſing, vntyll ſuche tyme as the 
kynge hearing the alarome, ſette fozwardes with hys 
naupe towardes that part where theſkrye was heard. 
The firſte Gale pe of the Macedons that came nere 
them was a quinquereme, the ſwykteſt of all the reſte, 
whyche when the Tirians eſpted, they came agaynſte 
her wyth two galeies croſſe vpon her ſide : wherof 
the one ſtrake ful with her Spurne.weth who the cin- 
quereme graſpeled.x the other which was looſe and at 
libertce fell vpon her contrarye ſyde. But leſte betwixt 
the two ſhe might ſulteyne ſome domage one of Alex⸗ 
anders Tryremes came to the reſcue wyth luche vio⸗ 
lence, that the maiſter of the looſe galey was ſtryken 
into the ſea . Mhẽ the Tyzians ſawe Alexander was 


come hym lelfe , and moꝛe ok hys ſhyppes at . 
then 
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then with rength of oozes and great difficultie. they 
ſet their gale pe that was entangled loſe againe and at 
libertie , makyng towardes their hauen wyth all the 
haſt thei might. Alexander immediatly purſued them, 
but when he came to the hauen he coulde not enter, 
but was beaten of with ſhot from the walles , yet he 
did take and dzowne the moze parte of their gale yes 
After this aduenture he reſted his ſouldters two dates 
and then willed his ſhyppes to be bzought fowwardes 
and the engines in them to the intentthat bi aſſailyng 
the Tirtas on al ſides. he might put them in extreame 
feare . Alexander with a wonderful courage not with- 
out great perill vnto his perſone,mounted vp into the 
toppe of a tower that as made in a ſhyppe, and there 
knowen by his apparaile and riche armour, was chiek⸗ 
ly lapde at, and ſhot to from all partes. He w2oughte 
wonderfull feates with hys owne perſone , fo: bothe 
with his pike he ſlewe dfucrs that ſtode at defence,and 
afterwardes fought hande to hande with hys ſwoꝛde 
and hys target thzowing diuers downe from their de- 
fence, fo: the tow2e wherein he fought ioyned hard to 
the walles . By that time the engines called Arietes 
wyth muche beating hadde ſtriken downe the walles, 
the nauie was gote within the hauen, a certeyne of the

The Mate dons gaue not 

place to them by a little x little but troubled their arrad 

with a maine flight. ohen Mazeus ſaw their diſoꝛdꝛe.

and ran about the wagons.thzowyng downe luche as 
llode in th? at defente. The whole battade was entan⸗ 
ed #troubled wirh the ruine killyng ok the hozſes, 
fuch as gouerned them. They routde nat rule their 
hozſes when rhey were once gualled and hurt,vohyche 
with muchleaping and ſtrugling not only bzake out of 
thetr trace but alſo ouerthzewe the wagons. dꝛawyng 
at their tailes the men that were ſlatne,neiftherbeinge 
able to ſtande ſtdl fo: the feare they were in noꝛ yet go 
fozwardes beinge fo fainte of their voundes . Vet a 
kewe of them palfed though the battaile whereby ſuch 
as the wagons dyd lite vpon, were miſerablye — — 
lipng vpon ——_— with their members cut in lon- 
dze. Pet betauſe p though p greneneſſe of their wol 
des they felt lite paine, they kepte their weapons ſtyll. 
notwit they were matmed # wythout ſtrength, 
til ſuche tyme as bye continuall bleadynge 
dovone dead. Iretes in the meane tyme had 
capitaine of the Scythians that were ſpoylyng ok the 
cariages,and repulſed them backe. Lut ſtreyghtwaye 
tame the Bactrians by Darius — — tourned 
the foztune of the field againe. Many Macedõs were 
flatne at p firſt encoũter but moze fled vnto Alexãder.

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Then the Percians made ſuche a ſhowte as men are 
wont to do that wynne the victozye,and fterſely aſſay: 
led their enemies thynckynge that they had in euerye 
ace bene put to flyghte . when Alexander percepued 
is men ſhzinke, to begyn to faint,and geue ground he 
rebuked ſuch as he ſawe afrated and encouraged mas 
ny that withdzew from the fight:ſo that he alone reſto: 
red the battafle agapne. When he had put tht in hart, 
he required them to pzeſſe fozwardes,and go on frel 
againſt their enenues. Alexander pereeiuing that 
Bactrians were departed to the defeating of the cart: 
ages, and by their going had left the ryghte hande bat: 
tale of Darius thinne and naked, he bente his fo:ce 
u holly that way and there made a wõderkul ſlaughter 
and deſtruction of his enemies which by reaſs of then 
loſe aray, were not able to vpihſtand hym.The Per⸗ 
clans in the left ſcing this (hinge, were in hope 
to haue encloſed Ylexader about and came fozwardes 
to ſet vpon his backe part u hereby great daunger had 
enſued to him being enutroned both beſoze a behinde, 
It p Agrias had not put their ſpurres to their hozſes, 
and geuen a charge to there enemtes, that were enut: 


ronyng the kynge aboute, and fo compelled the Perti⸗ 


ans to tourne their faces agatne towardes them.The 
battatles thus were ſoze trauatled on both ſides. Alex⸗ 
andet had his enemies bothe befoze and behynde,and 
his enemies that came on his back were ſoꝛe oppzeſſed 
by the Jgrians , The Bactrians alſo that had ſpoyled 


the cariages. were excluded from their own company, 


and coulde not reeotec their place agayne.Thus the 
battayles were deupded in diuers partes,andfoughte 
one agapuſte another as their chaunce fell , The two 
kynges, that topned them battailes harde one to — 

other 
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Of Quintus Curcius 
other, renued agayne the kyght. There were moſte of 
the Pertians ſlayne, but the numbꝛe of the wounded 
were like on bothe ſides. Darius did ride u a charior, 
and Alexander bpon an hoꝛſe. They bothe had a choiſe 
bande about them whiche were careles of their owne 
lm's.F02 if their kynges ſhould miſcary neither they 
coulde be ſafe,no; pet deſire to lyue. Wheckoze euerye 
of thetm thought it a noble thinge to aduenture theim 
ſelues befoze the face of their P2ince . And he that co: 
ueted mote to defende his maiſter, was in moſte pe: 
eyll, foz eche man deſtered the honour to kyll the kyng 
on his contrarpe parte. There (whether it were an i⸗ 
maginacion of the eyes, oꝛ a thing done in dede ) ſuche 
as were aboute Alexander, beleued that they ſawe an 
Egle flickeryng aboue his heade , whiche neither kea⸗ 
red with claſhyng ok the harneys, noꝛ by the criyng of 
thetm that were dipng hong ſtyll in the apꝛe, a little a- 
boue him. Then Ariſtander whiche ware a white gar⸗ 
ment, and raried lawrell in his hand,ſhewed this thing 
vnto p ſouldiers being buſy in fightyng as a certaine 
token of victozy. That thing cauſed them which bekoꝛe 
were in ſome doubt, cherekully + with great cofiwence, 
to aſſacle their enemies. The fight cotinued after this 
ſoꝛt, vntil p time that he was ſlacme , whiche gouerned 
the hoꝛſe that dze we Darius chariot, Then neither the 
— nos: Pacedones doubted, but that Darius 
bene ſlapne. Ind the Percians vpon that tmagi⸗ 
nacion made a batbarous nopſe, and a ſozowfull how- 
nnch — 1 1 they ſoꝛe troubled and aſtonted their 
whole hoſte, that were pet 17 wyth equall vic: 
top. Darius kinſmen and the Squires fot his bodye 
that were on his lift hand? , left him and fledde awaye 
with a matne flight ; but ſuche as ſtove in his defence 
on 
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battayle. It is ſated that Darius dꝛew out his ſwozde, 
and was determined diuers tymes to kyll hym ſelfe, 
rather then to ſuſtepne ** wager of ku But 
when he ſawe as he ſate alo 


aſhamed to leaue them in ſuche ſozte.. | 
thus wauered in his opinid betwixt hope and dilpayze, 
the Percians by ſtttle and little gaue grounde and 
ſhꝛonke from their oꝛder. Alexider that had tyzed ma⸗ 
np hoꝛſes, did at that inſtant chaunge a new and rate 
at the faces ot thetm that made reſiſtence. There was 
none then that made reſiſtaunce enylenger, but a maz 
Darius fies nifeſte ſlaughter fell on the Percians, and Darius 
tourned his Chariot toflye awaye. The Macedong 
| 5 harde after them that fledde, and the duſte that 
lew vp to the ſkie toke away their pzolpect,lo that they 
wandzed as it had bene in darkenes, and euer dꝛew to⸗ 
gether when they heatde eny voyce thepknewe.

Xs Foztune was pw 
ſpetous to the Macedons on this parte # contrarious 
vnto their enemies: ſo on the other ſyde where Pale 
menio in the Uft wing encountred with the Percians, 
they had the better , and the Matedons the woꝛſſe. 
Maͤzeus with his whole bande gaue a greate charge, 
and putte the hozſemen that Node in the to a 
loze dillteſſe. A nd thetupon by reaſon he abounded 
with multuude began to encloſe the fotemen aboute. 
Then Parmento ſente wooꝛde to Mexander in what 
daũget they were in, which he fignificd to be uch that 
excepte they hadde ſuccoure in txme , they coulde not 
reſiſte, but be enfozced to klye av aye . Ylexander was

to ftaye , and chafed wonderfullye , that the vic:ozye 
ſhoulde thus be taken out of his handes, and that Da: 
rius had better foztune in fleyng, then he in his-folow- 
eng . In the meane ſeaſon the fame of Darius ouer⸗ 
thzowe was bzought vnto Mazeus. ndherfoze though 
he had the vpper hand, yet he was ſtrikTwith ſuch fear 
of hes kelowes miſfoztune , that he made a ſlacke pur: 
ſuite vpon.thetr enemies, jParmento was ignoꝛant of 
the cauſe why the fight did 
parte, but boldly vſpng the occaſion of the bictoꝛpe, eal⸗ 
{ed the Theſlallen hozſemen vnto him and ſaped: Se 
you not howe our enemtes that euen nowe gaue vs a 
fierce onſet,. be ſodainelp afrayed. and withdꝛã we them 
ſelues, Flee the foztune of our kyng doth geue vs the 
bictozye . All the keilde be ſtrowen with the Percians, 
that beſlapne. Why do you therkoꝛe ſtaye: are you not 
good inoughe foz men that be flipng? They ſa we his 
wozdes had an appearaunce of a truth, and therfoze by 
and by they toke courage, and puttyng their ſpoꝛes to 
the hozſe , gaue a full charge vpon their enemies, who 
rettred not by little # little, but marched away a greate 
pace. And they wanted nothing of flipag ſaupng that 
they had not pet directly turned their backes: pet fo: al 
that, in ſo much as p armento kne w not what was be: 
come ok the king noꝛ of his battatle, ſtaped and woulde 
not purſuz after them. Mazeus haupng leaſure geuen 
him to klie at his libertie, paTed the riuzr of Tigre,not 
the next way, but by a further. cdpaſſe about with moze 
ſurety?, and recouered the eitpe of Babilon , with the 
remapnes of that vainquiſhed armpe. In the meane 


feaſon Darius wyth a kewe that arcompanied him —

ſo willingly of their dis ſoldiers 
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his flipng came to the riuer of Licus , where paſſyng 
oucrhe ſtove in doubte whether he ſhoulde b zeake the 
bidge 02 no, fo2 it was ſhewed him that his enemies 
were at hande. But eoſtderyng how many thouſandes 
ok his men by the Neuen the rok ſhould be a pꝛaye to 
his enemies, he left the bꝛidge ſfandyng,and at his de⸗ 
parture,ſaide:thathe had rather open the wap to them 
that purſued him then to ſhut it againſt them that fled 
after him. But Darius left not his fliyng till he came 
to Atbella,v here he arriued about midnight. Who is 
able to eonceiue in his minde oꝛ expꝛeſſe im woꝛdes the 
mantfold chauͤres in this diſtokiture the (la that 
fell both vpon captaynes and ſouldiers, the chaſing of 
them that were put to flight a the deſtruction in parts: 
cular;andin generall, Foztune heaped together that 
one daye the chaunces ok a thole woꝛlde. Some toke 
the way that came next to hand another ſozt fled bnto 
the woodes, #rought out by pathes to eſcape ſuche as 
had them in the chaſe , There was a confuſion ok hoꝛl⸗ 
men and kotemen mixed together without enp heade, 
the armed with the vnarmed and the whole with the 
hurte.At length the copaſſion that one had ok an other 
was turned into feare,And they that coulde not folow,

The king rode foꝛmoſte rather dill 
then deſpiſyng the peryll he was m: but his pe 
felicity.neuer fapledhim in extremities.Foz at the fi 
encountre he ſtrake the capitaine of the Percians,who 
in egernes of the fight vrravutledly came oy dard 
thꝛoughe with a ſpeare. hen he with that was 
ſtriken to the ground Alexander ſlewe the next vnto

I thought molt couentent to put wholly together 
the deathof Darius, and then to 1 — Fm in 75 
woꝛke, as they agree with the tyme. rſte ſ 
of thoſe thinges that enſued after the battayle at Jr: 
bella, where Darius atriued about midnyght. Ind as 
it chaunſed, che moꝛe parte of his frendes, and of all o: 
ther that were eſcaped froin the feilde , were come the⸗ 
ther. He called them all together,and ſpake to them in 
this effecte : That he doubted not but Jlexander and 
his men gapyng with gredy deſire foꝛ the aboudaunce 
of ſpoyle that was in readines foz them, woulde vilite 
ſuch cities # countries of his, as were moſte notable # 
Darms wor ble ntifull of riches:which thing (he [aied) conſjderyng 
detto ed. his eſtate, coulde not but turne at length to his auaile, 
ies neun His purpoſe was(he ſaied)with a ſmall band. to repaire 
cc into the deſertes. And ſeyng the vttermoſte boundes 
or his kingdome were ret vntouched, he might from

He cauſed the 
retreite therkoꝛe to be blo wen, and * oꝛder to hys 
ſouldiours to go cloſe together, and by caſtynge their 
targets ouer their heades, returne backe agarne, atter 
they had marthed. xxx. furlonges within the ſtreight. 
when he was returned and had planted his campe in 
an open grounde.conſultynge what was beſte to dooe:

Whiche river of Medus beyng 
muche leſſe then the ſame whiche it doth rt ce pue, tun⸗ 
neth from thence towarde the Seuthe ſea', Ho place 
toulde be moze aboundaunt of graſſe, foz euery where 
neare bnto the water, the grounde was coueredouer 
wyth floures , The Rtuver was ſhadowed ouer wyth

Mhiche thoughe declared to 
be but ſtreight and difficult, yet Alexa der tut no doubt 
to paſſe it with a ſmall nuͤbze: thin kyng it an eaſy = 


of Qutntus Curtis, 

and perpetuall commendacton.þ the herdman whiche 
had paſſed it often tymes in feading of his beaſtes , 
Then the pztſoner left not to alledge the difficulties 
of the wape , ſpecially for ſuch as ware armour , But 
the kinge ſaid, to him: Take me fo: ſuertte that neuer 
one of them that be appoynted to the, ſhall refuſe to 

o, where p ſhalt paſſe. That done he left Craterus 
the charge of hys campe , and he hym ſelke paſſed foꝛ⸗ 
wardes with ſuch fotemen as were accuſtomed to hys 
perſon, with thole bandes of whom Meleager hadde 
charge and with a thouſande Archers on hozſebacke , 
taking kirſt oꝛdꝛe wyth Craterus, that he ſhould keape 
bys campe in ſuch fourme as it had bene vſed befoze, 
and cauſe many fiers to be madeof purpoſe , that the 
enemies might the rather thinke hym to be there dl 
pꝛelent, he aduiſed hym further that ik he percecued 
Ariobarzanes to get knowledge of hys entcrpziſe, and 
ſo to ſende parte ofhys power to the ſtopping of hys 
paſſage, that then by pzetending of an aſſaultche ſhuld 
ſhowe al p terrour he could, to dzawe his enemies kr 
hym to the defence of that place . But of that he hym 
ſelfe ſhoulde deceiue his enemtes,and recouer the hill 
vpd them that thẽ vpon p hearing of the alarome in p 
ou campe pꝛeparing thẽ ſelues to his reſiſtauce, 

e ſhould not doubt to paſſe that way from which they 
were repulced the day befoze,fudging they ſhould find 
no reſiſtaunce, theenemies being conuerted towardes 
hym .

haſt, recouered Perſepolts the chiefe citie of the count 
trey. But when he was excluded from thence by ſuch 
as were within, he renued agame the fight ſuch 
as were wyth htm a ſo was ſlaine:by þ tyme Craterus 
that made all the ſpede he could deuiſe, was come vnto 
them.# Alexander foztefied his camp in the ſameplace, 
where he did diſconfite hys enemies.

were all fled and he certatne of the victoꝛp. yet bicauſe 


he found his way ſtopped in many places wyth greate 
and deape diches he thought good to ble circumſpec⸗ 
tion, and not to make ouer great haſte, not ſo muche 


ground, vhich he ſawe apte fo: the to laye embuſhemẽ 

tes againſt him. As he was paſſing foꝛwardes he te cei⸗ 
r letters f om CTyꝛydates the keper of Dartus treas

Leauing im this citye the greater parte of his armye, 
with hys cartages vnder the rule of Parmento and 

Craterus 
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Craterus : he with a thouſand hoꝛſemẽ and a band of 
fotemen wythout eny baggage, wente to viſite in the 
winter ſeaſon, the in ward partes of Perce. There he 
was vered+ troubled wyth ſtoꝛmes #* tẽpeſtes þ were 
in maner intolerable : but yet he letted nor to go for:

J reaſted in a 
ſounde ſleape, when myne enemies by their 2 1755 
watze d me, that was ſle in myne owne * 
tune: Offendours when they can not lleape thzoughe 
their vnqulet cõſcieuce are u onte to be vexed wich ras 
Run onely when their milchiefe is intended but al⸗ 

o when it is ended. Eut this quietnes came vnto me 


firſte though myne owne tnnocencye, and then by the 
kinges 


zinges pardd. J feared not that others cruelty ſhou 
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take more place, then his mercye. But leaſt he ſhoulde 
fozthynke that beleued me, ye ſhall vnderſtande that 
the matter was firit ſhewed me by alight felowe , who 
coulde not bzingeny witnes oꝛ warrante of his tale, 
whiche ik J had diſcloſed, ſhoulde haue put many men 
to trouble. O bnhappp manne., I thought mine eares 
had bene ſeduced with the bꝛabblementes of two bug: 
gerers,* I luſpected the trothe of the partye,becauſc he 
did not vtter the matter him ſelfe , but pꝛocured his 
bꝛother to do it. TJ was in keare that the one ſhoulde 
haue denied that euer he ſhewed enyſuche matter to 
the other, and then ſhoulde J haue ſeamed to pꝛocure 
muche trouble to manye of the Kinges frendes .

Mherupd euery man did waite 
krãkely to their frendes, ſuch thinges as were in their 
hartes. Some ſhewed them ſelues to be offended 
the longe warres, and ſome ſemed to be well pleaſed, 
But al their letters were intercepted,aſwell of ſuch as 
commended the kyng as of thoſe that grudged at hys 
doynges. Utherefoze he wylledſuch as by their letters 
diſclol ed them ſelues to be wery of the trauaple of the 
warres, foꝛ theit tepꝛoche to be put in a bande aparte 
from the reſt. herby he both gaue theym occaſion to 
ſhewe their hardines and belides remoued the liber⸗ 
tie of their tounges , from the eredulous eares ol the 
reſt, Whiche raſhe deuiſe, as all other thinges, turned 
to the ſetting koꝛth of the kinges felicitie. Fo2 in al ex: 
tremities they ſhewed them lelues the redieſt and the 
mooſte fozwarde, and whyles they eoueted to redeame 
their repꝛoche, their valiaunt doinges could not be hid 
den in ſo ſmale a numbze ſeperate by them ſelucs.

In the want of water (that hath bene declared befoze) 
deſperation moued them to thirſt befoze the had deſire 
to dꝛinke. Foꝛ by the ſpace of ftif.c.furlonges,they foũd 
no water at all.

ſo:1ldiers, whiche gopng bekoꝛe with ſuch as had taken 
b the campe hadde found water, and were cartyng of 
it in bottelles vnto their ſonnes which? were ſoꝛe af* 
flicted fo: wante of dzincke behind? in the armye'. 

W en they ſawe the kynge, one of them opened hys 
bottell, and fillynge a cuppe that he had pꝛeſented wa⸗ 
ter to the kyng, who recemyng it at his hande, demañũ⸗ 
ded to whom they caried that water, they ſaid to their 
ſonnes.

The kynge not withſtandynge thauuged often hoꝛſe 
and purſued without ceaſſiug his enemies that led 
befozehym. By reaſon whereof all the noble younge 
men that were wonte to accompanyehym Were lefte 
bchynde;ſauyngeonelyePhilippe Lyſimachus bꝛo⸗ 
ther, who then beyngein the ſloure of his youth,aud 
ofgreat likelihode to becume an excellent man. kolov 
ed on fote the kynge that did ride on hoꝛſbacke by the 
ſpace of fifty furlonges, Liſymachus diuers ty⸗ 
mes fo2 all that pꝛoffered to hym hys hozfe . But in 
no wiſe he would depart from the kyng, notwithſtan 
dyng that he hadon his coꝛſelet and all his armour, 


hen the king? paſſed though a woode where hys 
enemies laie in embuſhement, he fought notably, and 


reſcued the kinge tightyng wyth hys euempes. But 

after they were put tofiyghte and dꝛiuen oute o the 

poddes, the greatneg of his courage which had po 
| ne 
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ot Autntus Curtius. 
ned hym in the hrate ofthe fighte faynted with hy 
bodye, and beynge all on a wette, leaned him tele to 
a tree, Whiche did not ſo aye him but that he teil to 
the carthe, and beyng taken vp againe by the kynges 
handes, ſhꝛonke do wne from hym and died. The king 
beyng ſoꝛo wkull foz his deathe, recciued an other ty⸗ 
dynges, no leſſe to be lamentyd. Foꝛ betoꝛe he came to 
hys campe he was aduertiſed of the death ol Erigius. 


ont of hys moſte notable Capitaynes , whoſe fune- wpitaws 
rals were both celebzated wyth great pompe and ce- #5 


remontes of honoure , From thence he determi⸗ 
nedtogoo vnto the Dahans, where he vnderſtode 
that Spitamenes was. But Foꝛtune that neuer cea⸗ 
ſed to fauoure hym, fyniſhed that iourney ol hys, as 
che dyd manye other. Spytamenes was enflamed 
wyth the ouermuche lout of hys wie, whom he cari⸗ 
ed wyth hym in all bis haſardes and aduentrures. 
But ſhe that coulde not well endure 'fiyinge, noꝛ to 
chaunge places like an outelawe, became ſo werye of 
trauaple, that by flattery and fayzemcanes, ſhe enti⸗ 
led her hulſbande to leaue his flyeng, and go about ſe⸗ 
ing he ſawe no way to eſcape) to pꝛocure Alexanders 
fauoure,of whoſe clemencye (ſheſayd) he had ſene lo 
great experience . And to moue him the moze in the 
matter. ſhe bzought befo2e him the childꝛen begotten 
bet wirt them, making requeſt. that at the leaſt wapes 

he would take pity on them, wherein ſhe thoughte her 
pꝛaier woulde bethe mozeeffectuall, becauſe Alexan⸗ 

der was ſo nere at hande. But Dpitamencs judging 

her not to do this by waie of counſaile but of pur- 

poſe to betraie him and that ſhe deſiered to ſubmit her 

ſelf vnto Alexander in confidfce ot her beautie dꝛewe 


oute his werde to haue ſtriken her ik he hadde not

bene letted by hys bꝛethꝛen. whẽ they would not kur 
fer hym otherwiſe to hurt her, he commaunded her 
to auoyde hys ſyght,ttzcatenyngto kyl her it ſhe pꝛo 
kered to come again? to bis pꝛeſence. And to mitigate 
hys loue towardes her, he ſpente the nyght emonges 
hys concubyncs.But his loue that was fo deapelye 
grounded thereby ceaſſed not, but rather kendeled 
the moꝛe to wardes his wyfe. woherekoꝛe he reconſiled 
hym ſeifc agaypne vnto her, making his continuall re⸗ 
queſt, that ſhe would not counſatl noꝛ motie hym eny 


moꝛe in the matter, but be content wyth ſuche chaũ⸗ 
tes ag Foꝛtune would lende him, foꝛ he eſteamed 
death lyghter then to peld him ſelfc. She purged her 
ſeife of her fo uner perlwalion. whiche appered to her 


(che ſayd / to haue bene good, and thought it were after 
a womãs maner.vtat it pꝛoceaded of a faithful mea 
nynge, vet krom thence koꝛth ſhe was coutentyd to do 
as it ſhould pleaſe him. Spytamenes ouertome with 
her counterfait aſtection, made agreate feaſt,and at 
ter much eatyng and dꝛinkinge became dꝛo wie, and 
Was caryed into his chamber. hen his Wife peꝛcei⸗ 
ued hi to be in a deape ſltape ſhe pulled out a werde 
whiche ſhe had kept ſecretelye foꝛ that pitrpoſe, and 
cut of hys head deliueting the ſame being fpzinkeled 
with bloud vnto her ſeruaunte that was pꝛiuy to the 
facte, and with him onlye as ſhe was enbuted wyth 
bloude came vnto the Macedons campe, willinge it 
to be ſignified to Allexãder that there was one come, 
that hadde to ſpeake with him. He by and bygaue cõ⸗ 
maundement ſhe ſhould entre. but when he percepued 
her defiled with bloud(thinkig that ſhe had come to) 
lamente ſome iniurpe done vnto her, wplled her to 
declare what ſhe would haue. She deſteryd that her 
ſeruaunt myght come in, from vnderncth ö 
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ment ſhe toke Spitamenes hedde, and p2efentyd it 
vnto Alexander, The palenes of the face wantynge 
bloude,had take away the knowledge Whole it was. 
But when the kinge perceinedit to be a mans hedde, 
he departyd foꝛth ofthe tente, and by enquerie vnder- 
ſtode the matter. The caſe bought him in greate per⸗ 
plexitie, and was dꝛiuen by diners ymaginations in⸗ 
to ſundꝛy opinions.

It 

thundꝛed in maner continuallp, ꝛ the lightning tell in 

ſtraunge ſymilytudys, ſo that the atm ſtode aſtonyes 

and durſt neither go foꝛwardes noꝛ remayne ſtyll in a 

place. Then there came lodaynely àa ſho wer of haple 

dꝛvuyug lyke a ſtreame, whyche at the firſte they defen 


ded by couertute ok their harneys / But ſhoꝛtelye after 
their handes were ſo colde and wette, that they could 
not holde their weapons, noꝛ Vet deuilſe Whiche wape 
to turne them felucs,fyndyng alwapes where they tur 
ned their faces, moꝛe violence ofthe tempeſte then be⸗ 
koꝛe. Euerye manne therefoze hake hys araye, wande⸗ 
rynge aboute the woodes, and manythat were we⸗ 
ryed by feare rather then by trauayle lap? downe bps!

But neceſſite whyche in ad⸗ . x, 
uerſe foꝛtune is of moze fozce then eny reaſon, kounde reſſe 
aut a remedy foz this coide.

thereot, and let them on fire. Then a man would haue 
iudged that the whole woode. had bene on a flambe. 
Foz there was ſcarcelpe ſpace lette betwyrte the fy2es 
foz men to ſtande, Then theyz nummed members 
begã to be moued with the heate,# their ſpzytes Which 
were opꝛeſſed by: fozce of the colde , begane to haue 
thtir free recours. Some recoueredthe cotagies, why⸗ 
cht neceſſytye cauſed theym ta ſeke out in the further⸗ 
mooſte parte of the woode, and the reſt recoueryd the 
tampe, whyche was planted in a moyſte ground. But 
by that tyme the ſho wer was ceaſſed, the tempeſt, had 
ſumed a thouſande ſouldiours, verlets, and flaucs. 

t is layde that diuers were founde froſen to deathe 
eaming agaynſt ttees, and yet leamed as thoughe they 
had ben lyuinge and ſpeakinge together.

The eyght books 
that a common fouldtour of the Matedons Whyche 
had muche payneto goe and cary bys armour, came 
at the laſt into the campe where the king was, who 
not withſtandyng that he was chafrng ofhys owne 
bodye againlt the fyꝛe, yet be didriſe out ofbys chapꝛe 
and pullinge of the nummed ſouldicrs armour that 
he was palt his remembꝛaunce, ſette him do wne ther 
in. ea great whyle knew not where he ſatte oꝛ who 
had recctued him. But at length whe his natural heate 
tame to him, and perceyued it to be his kinges ſeate, 
andthe kynge to be there pzcſente, was affrayed,and 
ſtarte vp againe. But Alexader beheld him in the fate, 
and ſayd:ertepueſt thou not no w my ſouldier, with 
how mucbe better condicion thou liueſt then the Per- 
cians do vnder their king: Foꝛ it is death fot them to 
ſit in the kinges ſeate, and the ſame hath bene the laue 
guarde of thy life. The next day he called his frendes, 
andthe captaynes of the armye togethers, pꝛomiling 
to reſtoꝛe to them whatſoeuer they had loſt. vohertn he 
perfonrmed his pzomis, Foz Dyſimitehzes bringing 
vnto him many beaſtes of burden with two. M. Ca⸗ 
mels, and great nom bꝛe of ſhepe and oxen, he diſtry⸗ 
buted all emonges the ſouldiers: wherin he bothe re- 
ſtoꝛed tothem their loſte, and alſo deliuered them fr6 
their honger. The kyng gaue great thankes vnto Sy 
fimithzes, and commaunding bis ſouldyers to cary

Thus hethat was 
both kyng of Alia and Europe, iopned hym ſelfe in 
mariage with a mayde bꝛought in at a maſke, to be 
get vpon a captiue, that ſhoulde reigne ouer the vic- 


toꝛpous Macedons. His fredes were aſhamed that 


he ſhould choſe vpon dꝛinke a kather in law, ok them 


naunces as With the moſt apt inſtrument to declare 
the conſent of the mynde. After this Was done, he 
p2cpared his ionrney towardes India, purpoſinge 
to viſtte the Occean Sea. And becauſe he would lea⸗ 
ue nothing behynde bis backe that might be impedi⸗ 
ment to hys expedicion: toke oꝛdꝛe fox thirty thou 
ſand poung men to be leuied out of all the pꝛouinces, 
and to be bꝛought vnto him armed, myndyng to ble 
them both as pledges and louldiers. He ſent Crate⸗ 
rus, to purſue Bauſtenes, and Cathenes, of whome 
the one was taken and the other layne. Policar 
pon alſo ſubdued the countrey that wag called Buba 


Budaten. cen. And lo hauing ſet all thinges in oꝛdꝛe, ha lette his 


whole imaginacion vpon the warre of Jnde, 1

There 
were hundꝛed t. xx.thouland armed men that follow 
ed Alexander to that warre. ohen al thynges were 
in tedynes, koꝛ the purpoſe he longe befoze conceiued 
in his euili diſpoſed mynde, thought it tyme to com⸗ odr 
paſſe, ho w he might vſurp the name and honoure of to behons 
a god, and ſo willed him ſelfc not onlyc to be called, 0 
but allo beleaued to be the ſõne of Juppiter:aſthough 
bis power had bene aſwell to reſtreynemens though 
tes as their to ũges. His cntent was that the Mace⸗ 
dons ſhoulde fall grouelinge vpon the ground and 
wourſhip him after the like maner the Percians dyd e 
their kinges. And to ſuch his delire, there wanted not zy+o* 
pernitious flattery:the perpetuall poyſon of pzynces Neal oY

folow their litter, and ſuch as be of their garde, emoͤg 
wh6 there be birdes boꝛne bpoͤ boughes, whych they 
haue taught alwayes to ſinge, when they be occupied 
in earneſt matters, In the kynges palayce there be 
pillers or golde carued a boute wyth Uynes ol golde, 
wherin the images of thoſe byꝛdes they delight moſte 
in, be artificiallp wꝛought.

The arrowes that thei chote, be of 
twoo cubites longe, whiche dooe not the effecte of the 
fozce thet bee chotte withall,by reaſon of their weyght, 
whiche is an tmpediment to their ſwiftenes , wherein 
the pꝛopertie of the arrowe chieftte conſiſteth, In ſmall 
tournets thei ble fo ride on hozſebacke, but when thei 
haue fo trauaile ferther. thei bee caried vpon Elephan⸗ 
tes, whole huge bodies bee couered al ouer with golde. 
And becauſe no vice ſhoulde wante emonges their coꝛ⸗ 
rupte maners, great rowtes of concubines doe folowe 
them in golden liffers . The Quenes haue their bans 
des ſeperate by them ſelues,whiche in all exceſſe of vo⸗ 
luptuouſneſſe be nothing tnfertour vnto the kinges.

When Craterus was come to thintent he might ſtrike

and childe , a burne theſame to the harde gounde. But 7 
whiles he ridde about the walles, he was ſtriken with 

an arrowe. Notwithſtanding the citie was wonne and 

all put to the ſwerde: the very houſes not eſcaping the 
bictoꝛious crueltie . After this he ſubdued an obſcure 

nation, and came to a citie called Nyſa. It chaũced that . 
whiles thei encamped in a woodde befoze the citie there ot Hr 
ſell a colde in the night, that moze afflicted the Mace⸗ 
dones. chen euer it had doen befoze any other place. 
Againſt the whiche thei pꝛepared the remedy that was 
next at hande and cut doune the woodde to make them 

great fires. The flame whereof caught the ſepulchꝛes 

belonging to the citie, whiche by reaſon thei were made 

of Cedꝛe, were ſone ſet on fire, and neuer lefte burning 

till thet were all conſumed. That fire made bothe ala- 

rum to the Citie, and to the Campe :foꝛ thereby the Ci⸗ 

tizens iudged that their enemies would make ſome at- 

tempt againſt them, and the Macedones perceiued by 

the barking of the dogges, and noiſe of menne, that the " 
Indians woulde ſalte out vpon them. Wherefoꝛe Xler- 

ander iſſuing out of his campe in oꝛdꝛe of battail lewe 
Ta. ij. ſuche 
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. The eight hooke, 
ſuche of them as attempted the fight. Thereupon thei 
within the citie became of diuerſe opmions, ſome were 
minded fo yelde,and other thought good to aduenture 
the extremitie. When Alexander vnderſtode of their di⸗ 
uiſion, he cauſed his menne to abſteine from ſlaughter, 
and onely to mainteine the ſiege. At length thei were ſo 
weried with the dilcommodities of the warte that thei 

The mount pelded the ſelues, Thei aftirmed their oꝛiginall to come 
of Bacchus, who in deede builded their citie at the fote 
of a mountaine called Meroe.

Alexander pꝛomiſed them. iti. ſcoꝛe talentes, and key 
ping one of his ſonnes as pledge, ſente hum to perfoꝛ⸗ 
me that he hadde pꝛomiſed. Mulinus the Kinges De» 
cretarte was appointed with certaine ſouldtours light 
armed to folowe the guide, whole purpoſe was to de- 
ceiue the Indians by fetching a compaſſe aboute the 
rocke, But theſame rocke was not, as the moze parte 
bee, whiche liyng aſlope hath waies vp vnto the toppe 
by degrees. Foz it ſtode bolte vpꝛight after the fachion 
of a but, bꝛoade beneth, and ener as it arewe bpwarde, 
leſſe and leſſe, till it became ſharpe in the toppe.

might make him hardie. At the firſt becauſe the haſard 
was ſo manifeſt, the king was not determined to ad⸗ 
uenfur his owne perſone. But when the trompet blewe 
to thaſſault, he was of ſuche a readie courage that he 
toulde not abſteine, but making a ſigne to his guarde 3 
thei choulde folowe him, was the firſt that ſet foote v- 
pon the rocke. Then there were fewe contented to tarie 
behinde,butmany lefte their arraie where as thei ſtode 
in oꝛdꝛe of battau, and folowed the King. The chaunſe 
of many was miſerable whom the running rtuer lwa⸗ 
lowed in, when thei fell downe from the rocke. Whiche 
light was ſozoweful to ſuche as were out of daunger, 
being admoniched by the peril of other, what thei ought 
to feare them ſelfes, hereupon their compaſſion being 
tourned into feare, lamented aſwell them ſelues, as 
thole whom thei ſawe die befoze their faces.

when Charus ſawe dead, he ranne vpon his enemies, 
and vnmindekull of all thinges, ſauing of reuenge, ſine 
many with his pike and diuerſe with his ſwozde , But 
being lated at by ſo many at ones, he felt downe dead 
vpon the bodie of his frende . The death of theſe twoo 
ſo hardie younge menne, and of the reſte, moued Alex⸗ 
ander greatlie, vet percetuing no remedie in the ma⸗ 
tier, cauſed the retreicte to bee ſouned. It was great⸗ 
lie foz their ſauegarde, that thei retired by litle and litle 
without apperaunce of any feare. And the Indians 
contented to haue repulſed their enemies, purſued 
not after theim, Alexander hereupon was determined 
to leaue of his purpoſe , ſeing he ſawe no hope how to 
winne the rocke, yet he made a countenaũce as though 
he mente to continue the liege (iff ,, Fox bothe he cau⸗ 
ſed the wales fo bee cloſeb vp , and made an appꝛoche 
with towers of weodde, altwales putting free menne 
in place of theim that were weried. When the Indians 
perceiued Alexanders obſtinacie, tiooo dates and twoo 
nightes thet banquetted continuallle, and plaied vpon 

timbzelles 
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timbꝛelles after their man er, fo cauſe their enemies 


thinke that thei had no doubte in the ſiege, but truſted 
ſurlie to pꝛeuail. The third night the noiſe of their tim⸗ 
bꝛelles ceaſſed, and many toꝛches were ſeen burning, 
whiche the Indians hadde lighted to ſee whiche wate 
thei mighte eſcape downe the rocke in the darke night. 


who founde that the Indians were fledde, and that 


the Rocke was abandoned. Chen a ligne was ges 


uen that the whole armeie choulde geue a chowte to⸗ 
gether , whereby thei did ſtrike ſuche feare emonges 
their enemies flipng withoute oꝛdze, that many of 
thetm thinking their enemies at their backes , leaped 
downe the Rockes and flewe theimſelues, whereof 
ſome matmed in their falling were left behinde by their 
fellowes that fled awate . Thus the king being bicto⸗ 
rour of the place, rather then of the menne, teſtified not⸗ 
withſtanding with ſolempne ſacrifices vnto the Gods 
des a greatneſſe of victoꝛie, and ſet vp Alters vpon the 
Rocke to Mmerua and Uicto ma. | 

And though the guides that he appointed fo his light 
armed men, perfoꝛmed not ſo muche as thei pꝛomiled, 
pet their rewarde was truly geuen them. And the rule 
of the rocke with the cofifrie there aboutes was comits 
ted to Syſocoſtus, he himſelfe going fozwardes with 


Alexander ſente Balacrus to diſcouer the matter, u us.

his armeie frõ thens to Echolyma. But vnderſtaͤding Sedna. 


that certaine ſtreightes thꝛough the whiche he choulde 


paſſe, were kepte by one Ert with twentie thouſande . 


armed menne: He committed that parte of his armeie 
that were heauie armed to Cenon to be bꝛought on by 
ſofte toznetes,and going befoze in perſon with the ſlin⸗ 
gers and Archers, putte his enemies to flight, making 
the waie cleare foꝛ his armeie to paſſe that folowed af- 
fer, The Indians, whether it were foz the hatred —

of the victoꝛor, killed Erix as he fled avate, a bzought 
his head, and his armoure vnto Alerander.Ye conſides 


— rin the fowleneſſe of the acte, woulde not honoure 


the doers foꝛ thenſample lake, noz puniche the becauſe 
thet ſerued his purpoſe . From thens by.cvi. remoum⸗ 
ges he came to that parte of theriuer of Indus, where 
Epheſtion hadde pꝛepared all thinges in ſuche ſozte 
as he hadde commuſſion , One Omphis was King of 
that countrie ,whiche befoze had perſuaded his father 
to ſubmit him ſelfe vnto Alexander. Who immediatlie 
bpon his fathers death ſent Embaſladours vnto him 
to kuowe his pleaſure, whether he choulde take vpon 
him as a King befoze his comming, oz els liue pztuas 
telie in the meane ſeaſon , And although it was per- 
mitted him to gouerne as a King, yet he woulde not 
ble the auctozitie that was graunted him. He had caus 
ſed Epheſtion to be receiued in the beſte ſozte he coulde 
deniſe, but notwithſtanding hadde not viſited him, be 
cauſe he woulde not commit his perſone to any mans 
kidelitie but to the kinges. When he vnderſtode of Alex⸗ 
anders comming, he wente towardes him with his 
whole power, Whoſe Elephantes by ſmall diſtaunces 
mixed in battail emonges his footemen, chewed afarre 
of, like Caſtelles, At the firſte Alexander did not take 
him as a rende, but as an enemie, and therefoze ſet his 
men in oꝛdꝛe of batfail, and his hozſemen in winges in 
redines foꝛ to fight. When Omphis vnderſtode the er⸗ 
rour of the Macedons, he commaunded his menne to 
ſtaie, and putting his ſpoꝛes to his hoꝛſe, ridde fozwar- 
des alone Alexander did the like putting no doubt whe: 
ther he were a frende oꝛ an enemie, but thought him 
felfe ſure , either thꝛough his owne manhode, 8 the

others fidelitfe . Their meting as it appeared by their 
countenaunces was very frendlie, but foz want of an 
interpzetour,thei coulde not ſpeake togithers . Theres 
foze after thet hadde called one vnfo them, the Indian 
king declared vnto Alexander: that the cauſe he mette 
him with an armie, was to put immediatlie his whole 
pow eꝛ into his handes, and had notche ſated)tarted to 
treate foz any aſſuratice by meſſengers, but vpon truſt 
onely,had committed both his perſone #his kingdome 
to him. whom he knew to make warre foz the winning 
of glozte and fame, and therefoze coulde not feare in 


him any perfidie. Alexander reiotſed to ſee his ſimplici- 2% 


tie, and pzofered him his righthande as pledge of his 
pꝛomiſe, and reſtored to him againe his kingdome. He 
pꝛeſented vnto Alerander.lvi.Elephantes with many 


other beaſtes of m—_—_— greatnes and. iu. thouſande 
bulles, whiche is a cattell of great value in thoſe coun- 


tries, and muche eſtemed of — Alexander enqui⸗ 


red of him whither he hadde vnder his dominion moze 
ſoldtours,02 fillers of the grounde. He aunſwered that 
he was dꝛiuen of neceſſitie to haue moze ſouldiours, be⸗ 
cauſe he was at warre with twoo kinges, whoſe king⸗ 
domes late beyonde ß riuer of Hydaſpis. There names 
were Abpaſſares. and orus, but the auctozitie remat- 
ned in Poꝛus. And ſated that he was pzepared, and re⸗ 
ſolued to aduenture the haſarde of the battaill with 
ſuche of them, as houlde inuade him firſt. Hereupon 
Alexander graunted vnto Omphis, both to take vpon 
him the Diademe and the name of his father that 
wag called Caxiles: the cuſtome of the countrie being 
ſuche , that the name euer folowed the kingdome who⸗ 
ſeuer enioied it. When he hadde receiued Alexander ho⸗ 


nouzablie in hoſpitalitie thze dates , the fourth daie de⸗ 
claring

claring how muche cozne he had deliuered to Epheſtion 
and to his armeie, pꝛeſented to the King and to all his 
frendes crownes ol golde, and beſides of coigned ſiluer 
lxxx. talentes. Alexander reioiſed ſo muche in his good 
will, that he bothe retourned againe to him his giktes, 
and gaue hun beſides a thouſande Talentes of the 
ſpoile, he bꝛought with him, with muche Plate of golde 
and Siluer, many garmentes after the Percian ma⸗ 
ner, and. xxx. of his avone hoꝛſes with theſame furm⸗ 
mentes thei ware, when he did ride vpon them. Whiche 
luberalitie as it bounde Omphis, ſo it greatlie offen- 
ded the mindes of the Matedones , Foz Meleager at 
Supper when he hadde well dzonke:ſated he was very 
glad that Alexander hadde pet founde one in Ind 
whom he iudged woꝛthie to recetue the giffe of a thou: 
ſande talentes. The king oy in minde,how muche 
he hadde repented the ſlaiyng of Clytus foz the rache⸗ 
nes of his toungue, refrained his anger, but pet tolde 


eee hun: That enuious menne, were euer tozmentours to 


t-[them ſelues. The next date the Embaſſadours of king 


ming Abya» Abyaſares came vnto Alexander, who accozding fo 


kat es. 


their commiſſion offred al thinges vnto his wil. Where⸗ 
vpon p2omile and aſſuraunce being confirmed, theire⸗ 
tourned agame to their Maſter. Alexander therefoze 
thinking that thzough the greatneſſe of his name, Po- 


wins Pos rug might be brought to dooe the like, ſent Cleochares 


to him foꝛ to demaunde tribute, and to ſũmone him to 


come and make his homage , when he choulde entre the 


boundes of his kingdome. Poꝛus made aunſwere that 
of thoſe two requeſtes he woulde per foꝛme one, whiche 
was to mete him at the entrie of his king dome, but that 
GHoulde be in armes # with a power. Alex ander therfoꝛe 
being determined to paſſe the river of Hidaſpes, —

zentes that had been aucthour of the rebellid emonges gente. 
the Atachoſians, was take and bought to him bounde 
with. xxx. Elephantes: an apte aſſiſtaunce agaimſt the 
Indians.that were wont to put moꝛe truſt in thoſe bea⸗ 
tes then in the fozce of their awne nacion. Gamaxus ne 
king of a (mal poꝛcion of India whiche had cofederated 
with Barzentes , was bꝛought likewiſe bounde vnto 
him. Wherefoze committing them bothe to pꝛiſon e the 
Clephates to Omphis came vnto ; riuer of Hidaſpes. 
But Porus late in campe on the ferther ſide to let his 
paſſage.hauing.tiii.ſcoze.v.Elephites of huge ſtrength 
of bodie. CCC. wagong of warre,and.rrc, M. fotemen, 
emonges whom there were many archers, whoſe ſhaf- 
tes(as hath been ſaied befoze)were moꝛe heute the ther 
coulde wel welde. Poꝛus himſelfe did ride vpõ an Ele: 
phant greater then all the reſt, who alſo being of a big 
ſtature appeared notable in his armour that was gar⸗ 
niched with golde a ſiluer, hauing alſo a courage equall 
to the ſtrength of his bodie and ſo great a wiſedome as 
was poſlible to be founde emonges ſuche rude nacions 
The Wacedones were not ſo muche afraied with the 
fight of their enemies, as thei were with the greatnelle d. «f 
of the Rtuer that thei hadde to paſſe; whiche being vids. 
foure furlonges in bꝛeadeth and lo deepe that no fozde | 
coulde bee founde, appeared to them like a great Sea. 
And yet the largeneſſe thereof mitigated nothing the - 
violence of the ſtreame , but ranne with no leſſe furte 1 
then if it had ben narrowe appearing by the repercuſſis ve 
of the water in many places, to bee full of great ſtones N 
in the bottome. This riuer being ſuffictent to keare 6 
them of it ſelfe, the ſighte of the ferther banke full of 
hoꝛſe and men, was an encreaſe of their terrour. Where N 
the Elephantes that had bodies of vnreaſonable grea⸗ 


teneſſe ſtode in their ſighte, being pꝛouoked fo bzaie of 
purpole 
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purpoſe, fo thintent that with their terrible noiſe ; thei 
Could fil their enemies eares ful of feare. Though the 
Macedones were couragious and had their hartes ful 
of good hope, as thei whiche often tunes had had expe⸗ 
rience ot their owne actes: pet their enemies, and the 
riuer bothe together made them wonderkullie amaſed, 
foz thei coulde not thinke how to kepe a ſtedfaſt courſe 
to the ferther choꝛe in ſo weake and tottring boates, 
no2 when thei were there, coulde ſee how to arriue 
with ſuretie. There were many Illandes in the mid: 
des of the riuer, into the whiche both the Indians and 
the Macedones did lwimme, holding their weapons 
aboue their headdeg), there thei ſkirmiſhed together in 
the ſight of bothe Kinges, whiche by experimente of 
ſuche ſinall thinges , made triall of the ſucceſle of the 
whole. But emonges al the Wacedong there were two 
noble yong men called Symachus and Nicanoz excel 
ling in boldneſſe ſt in deſperat atteptes,whiche thzough 
their continuall good foztune had — a courage to 
deſpiſe al peril. Other young men of the moſte har dien 
toke them foꝛ their Captaines, and without any other 
armourcſauing their ptkes)[wome ouer into an Jlande 
being full of their enemies, where thzough boldeneſſe 
onely thei ſlewe many of them, and ſo might haue re- 
turned with gloꝛie, i rachneſſe. where it findeth pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rous ſucceſſe, coulde euer bee content with meaſure, 
But whiles with ſkozne and pꝛide thei taried foz then 
enemies, thei were ſodetnlte encloſed of ſuche as pzt- 
uelie ſwome ouer the riuer , a were killed with dartes 
whiche thei caſt at them from afarre. Suche as in this 
caſe eſcaped their enemies, were either dꝛowned with 
the biolẽce of the water, oꝛ the eddies of y ſtreame: This 
fight put Poꝛus in great courage, that ſawe all — 
doinge 
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dooinges — — And though Aleran- 
der was long vncerteine what wate to take, yeat at 


was an Jlandeinthe riuer greater then the reſt, and 
apte to hide his demiſe, byrealon it was ful of woodde, 

andhaddea great rampiere caſt vpon that banke, that 
was tovardeshis enemies: There bothe his footmen, 
and hozſemen' might ſtande couered from the ſighte of

Inſomoche that thei whiche a litle 
befoze t ſelues victours, loked about whi⸗ 
che waie to flie, and ſaue theunſelues. Whiche thing 
when Alexander percetued., he ſent 
phantes, the Agrianes, and Thꝛacians that were men 
lighte armed, and apter to ſkirmiche a farre of , then 
to fighte hande to hande . Thei gaue the Elephantes, 
and thetr Gouernours moche a dooe, and ſoze afflicted 
them wtth the multitude of their dartes,and Frrowes 
that thei beſtowed emongſt theun . And the Phalanx 
came conſtantlie fozwardes againſt thenn that were 
in feare , But ſoche as pꝛeſſed ouer fozwarde in fighs 
ting with the Elephantes pꝛocured their manifeſt de⸗ 
ſtruction, who being trampled to deathe with their fett 
were an example to other, not to bee ouer haſtie mad⸗ 
uenturing theunſelues. The moſte terrible light was, 
when the Elephantes with their long trunkes called 
Pꝛoboſcides, topke Menne in their Armour from the 
ground, and deliuered the vp to their gouernours. The 
batfatic was pzolonged doubtkullie, till the dale — 
art 
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Of Qurneus Curtius. 
farre ſpente, the Souldiour s ſometime ſliyng fromthe 
Elephantes, and ſometime purſuing after theim, vntil 
that with a certetne kinde of crooked weapons called 
coptdz,(pzepared foz the purpoſe)thetcut theElephan- 
tes vpon the legges. Thoſe the Matedons had righte 
aptly deuiſed, foz not onely the feare of deathe, but alſo 
the feare of a newe kinde of tourment in death,cauſed 
them to leue nothing vnpꝛoued. Finally Thelephantes 
weried with woundes, with their vio lente ſtrugling 
didde caſt their gouernours to the carth and tare theim 
in pieces: ,. fog thei ware put in ſoche feare, that thei 
ware no moze hurtful to their enemies, but dʒiuen oute 
of the battaile like ede. Wa 
U foꝛſaken of the moze parte of his 
menne.ceaſſed.not to caſt dartes wherof he had plentie 
pzepared vponhts Elephant, emongeſt thetm that floc- 
ked about him whereby he wounding many, by reaſon 
he laie open fo-euery mannes blowe , was lated af 
on all partes, till he hadde recemed nine woundes be⸗ 
hind, and befoꝛe, though the whiche he bledde ſomoche 
that he had no power to caſt any moꝛe . but fozfebleneſle 
thei fell out o his handes. | 

The Elephante alſo whiche he dtdde ride vpon , 
picked fozwardes with furte , made a greate diſtur⸗ 
baunce amongeſt the Matcedones, vntill that his go⸗ 
uernoure ſeing the Ringe ſo famte, that he lette falle 
his Dartes, and tobe almoſte paſt his remembzaunce, 


ſtirred the beaſte to ſlie awate, whom Alexander folo⸗ 


wed in all that he might, but his hoꝛle that was thzuſt 

in with many woundes, fell dovone deadde bnder him:

The ninth booke, 
ſon Taxiles bꝛother, that was ſente by Alexander vn⸗ 
to Poꝛus, began to exhoꝛte him that he choulde not bee 
ſo obſtmate to pꝛoue the extremitie, but rather pelde 
htmſelfe vnto the victour But he notwithſtanding 
that his ſtrength was nere paſt, and his bloude failed, 
ret ſturred vp at a knowen voice, ſaied, that he knewe 
him to be the bother of Taxiles,a traitour to his king 
and his countreie, and with that wooꝛde tooke a darte 
whiche by chaunte was not fallen awaie, and thꝛew i 
ſo at Taxues bꝛother, that it paſſed thzough the mid- 
deſt of his bzeſte vnto his backe. And hauing chewed 
this laſte pꝛoofe ot his mannehode,fledde againe moꝛe 
faſter then befoꝛe. But when the Elephant, thzough 
many woundes that he hadde recaued,fainted in like 

ſoꝛte, then he ſtaied, and turned his footemenne towar 


By that time Alexander was come nere him, who 
vnderſtanding the wilfulneſſe of Poꝛus. willed none to 
bee ſpared that made reſiſtence!, Wherupon euery man 
thꝛue dartes againſt Pozus, and ſoche kootemenne as 
ſtode in his defece, wherwith at! he was oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed that he began to fall from his Elephante. Then the 
Indian whiche was his gouernour, thinking that po⸗ 
rug deſired to haue lighted, cauſed the beaſte after his 
accuſtomed maner to bende towarde the earth, whiche 
ſubmitting himſelfe, all the reft as ther were taugh 
bowed doune their bodies likewiſe, whiche was 
cauſe of Pozus taking, and of the reſte. When Alerans 
der ſawe Poꝛus bodie vpon the ground;cauſed him to 
be ſpoiled, thinking he had been dead, and diuers range 
about him to pul of his harnais and his veſture, h 


his maſfer, running vpon his ſpoilers,and went m 
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to lifte him againe vpon his backe, where bpon thei all 110 
ſetting vpon the Elephant lue hun, and lated Pozus 3 "ai, 
(na carte, Whom when Alexander did beholde, likting wen We. 
vp his yies,+* moued with no hatred, but with cõpaſſion WIT. 
ſaid vnto him, what miſchief,and madneſſe was in thy i 
minde, hering of the fame of mine actes, to haſarde the 
battaille with mee, and my power, ſeing Taxiles was 
ſo nere an example of the clemencie that J vſe to ſoche 
as ſubmitte themſelues To whom be made anſ were. ntwer 
Foꝛſomochec quod he) as J am demaunded a queſtion: 
J will aunſ were as freely as I am ſpoken vnto know 
ng min owne ſtrengthe, and not hauing yeat pꝛoued 
thine, thought no man of greater power then myſelf 
but now the lucceſſe of this battaile hath declared thee 
to be mightier. And yet therin J doe impute to myſelfe 
not a litle felicitie, that J — wonne the ſecond place 
and am next vnto the. 
He was aſked mozeouer his opinion after what mas 
ner he thought good the victozie ould be vled. Ule it

ſawe the greatnes of his courage, and his hart ſo voide 
of feare,that it coulde not be bzoken with any aduerſi⸗ 
tie, was moued not onely to geue him his life, but alſo 
honoꝛably fo entertein him. Foꝛ ſo lõg as he late diſea⸗ 
ſed of his woũdes he toke no leſle care of his curing.thẽ 
tf he had fought in his quarell. And when he was once 
healedcconfrary to that whiche al men loked foz)he re⸗ 
ceiued him emong the nũbꝛe of his frendes,# enlarged

The Mounteines nexte at hande were plens

 bzoken the fozceof al Thindiens power 
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tifull of Timber to make Shippes withall,in cutting 
downs whereof the Pacedones founde Serpentes of 
ſoche bigneſſe.as thei had not ſeen befoze,andaiſoRhi- 
nocerites, beaſtes that be ſeldome founde in any other 
place, whiche name was geuen to them by the Grekes:; 
foꝛ in the Indian language thei are otherwiſe called. 
Alexander builded a citte vpon either ſide of the Kiuer 
of Hidapſis , whiche ones perfourmed., he gaue to eue⸗ 
ry one ok his capiteines a croune of Golde, and a thou- 
lande pieces of Golde beſides, pzeferring, and rewar⸗ 
ding euery other, accozding to theu qualitie, degree 
and deſeruing. N 

Abiazares which had ſent ambaſſadours vnto Alex: 
ander befoze the batail fought withPozus,ſent the em 
baſfadozs to him again offring to do al thinges that he 
would appoint ſo that he might kepe his bodie at liber⸗ 
tie, foꝛ he deſired not to liue, except he might remame a 
king, and he thought himlelf vnmete to reigne after he 
had been ones a captiue. He ſignified again to Abiaza⸗ 
teg that if his coming chould be greuous, he would not 
ſticke to viſite him in perſone. Dauing thus vanquich⸗ 
edporus, and paſſed the riuer ol Hidaſpts,he went foꝛ⸗ 
ward into the inward partes of India, whiche was a 
countrete ful of great woodes, and high trees, theatre 
very holſome, a temperat, the ſhadow of the trees mit 
gating the heate of the ſunne, # the plentie of ſpainge: 
keping the grounde moiſt, There were alſo many ſexs 
pentes ſeen, whoſe ſcales gliſtered like golde . There 
was nothing moze-daungerous then the poilon pꝛoce⸗ 
ding from them foꝛ immediatly vpõ the ſtinging, death 
folowed til ſoche time as thinhabitours of the country 
che wed a remedie. C From thence though deſertes 
thei came vnto the greate Riuer of Miraotis , where⸗ 
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trees as are not wont to bee ſeen in other places, was 
campe from thence. wan a toune by aſſault, and taking 


vuto there ioigned a great wood, whichehautng ſoche 
fs alſo full of wilde pecockes . Alexander remouinghis . e. 


pledges, appointed theim to pate tribute: After that he e .., i

e with a marriſſe. Thinhabitauntes came fooꝛth againſt 
ts Alexander, and ioigning their cartes together in a frof 
ts (wherin their cuſtome was to fight) thei pzoffered him 
e, the battaile. Some occupied dartes, ſome ſpeares, and 
1 other axes, and with great agilitieleaped to, and fro to 
their cartes, when either thei wo

cially a farre of by their enemies, and not a- 
ble to come to hande ſtripes

them in with pikes, and the ſoner to defeate them, thei 
tut the bandes wherwith the cartes were tied, to ſepe⸗ 
rat them a ſonder. When thei had after that maner loſt 
but C.of their men, thei fied agam into the citie, whiche 


teine there were that ſaued theſelues by fliyng, whiche 
ſeing the Citie loſte, ſwomme ouer the water, and fil⸗ 
led all the townes thereabout with feare. Thei decla⸗ 
red of what inuincible fozce their enemies were of, iud⸗

Some would rather haue endured any extremitie then 
to pelde, and other thought thet were not hable to ma⸗ 
ze reſiſtaunce,and whileſt there diffred ſo m optnioneg, 
& made no common conſultacton emongeſt themſelues 
Soche as helde opinion to yelde vp the Citie, opened 
the Gates, and receiued in their enemies. And notwith 
ſtanding that Alerander hadde tuſt cauſe of diſpleaſure 
againſt the contrarie faction, peat he pardoned them al 
and receiuing their pledges remoued to warde the next 
Repeater an 
e pledge ere bꝛought 
thei percetued to be of theſame nation, deſtred commu⸗ 
nicatione with therm,who declaring bothe the Kinges 
clemencte.,and his fozce,didnemoue theim to rendze bp 
2 Citie, whoſe enſample the reſte of the cities didde 
olowe 
Fromthens he came into che citie of Dophikes,whis 
che is a nation(as the Indiens thinke) moſt ercelling in 
Wiſledome, beſt gouerned, and that haue the beſt Cul⸗ 
tomes emongeſt theum.

were neceſſarie ko him to znowe „He vnderſtode by 
Phegelas how beyond that riuer there lafe a deſert of 
ten daies iourneie, and nexte to that deſert the riuer of 
Ganges, which was the greateſt riuer in al the Oꝛziet. 
He ſchewed that beyond Ganges there inhabited — 
nacions called Gangaridans, and Pharraſians, whoſe 
Gangaridans , King was called Jgramenes, whiche vled to come to 
pars, the fielde with. xx. M. hozlſemenne, CC. thouſande 
footemen, two thouſande armed wagons, and thꝛe. M 
Elephantes, whiche were counted the greateſt terrour 
Thole thinges ſemed incredible vnto Alexander, and 
theretoze enquired of Pozus, it the thinges were "that 
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that hadde been folde htm. He confirmed Phegelas re- 
poꝛte concerning the fozce of the nacion. But he ſaied 
their king was come of no noble bloude, but of the ba- 
ſeſt ſozte of menne,whoſe father being a Barbour, and 
with great peine getting his dailie liuing , came in fa- 
uour with the Muene,who bzought him to haue al the 
doinges about the king her hul bande, whiche was af- 
terwardes flaine by their treaſon, Then he vnder co⸗ 
lour to bee come tutour vnto the childꝛen, vſurped the 
kingdome to himſelfe, and putting the childꝛẽ to death 
did beget him that was then king, being in hatred and 
diſgrace of the people, as one that folowed moze the 
maners of his fathers fozmer eſtate, then ſuche as did 
beſeeme the dignitie of a Pence. When Alexander 
harde Poꝛus affirme this matter,he became in greate 
trouble of minde , not that he regarded the multitude 
of his enemies, no2 the foꝛce ot their Elephantes. But 
he feared the greatneſſe.of the riuers and the lituacion 
of the countrie ſo difficulte to entre vpon. Ye thought 
it a harde enterpꝛiſe to ſeke out nacions ſo farre inha⸗ 
biting in the vttermoſte doundes of the woꝛlde. pet on 


the other lide the grie dineſſe ot gloꝛie, x the vnſaciable . 


deſire of fame, made no place to ſeeme to farre, noꝛ no 
aduenture to bee duerharde. He doubted alſo that the 
Matedones whiche hadde paſſed ſo many countries, 
and were waren aged with warres, woulde not be con; 
tent to folowe him ouer ſo many riuers, and againſt ſo 
many ditt iculties ot nature liyng in their waie. Foz he 
iudged, that ſince thet abdunded and were ſo laden 
with ſpoile, thei woulde rather ſeke to enioie ſuch thin⸗ 


ges as thei hadde gotten, then to ttauaill any ferther 


in getting ort moe. He coulde not thinke theſame appe⸗ 
Lite to bee in his ſouldiours;that was in himſelfe.

had experitce of them of late how muche moze rigoꝛou⸗ 
ſlie thei rage againſt their owne partie, tht againſt vs. 
what Gould we eſteme the, but only abate $ greatneſſe 
of their bodies, with ſuche weapons as we haue pꝛepa⸗ 
red foz the purpoſe. What matier is it whether thei bee 
of the like nuͤbze that Poꝛus had, oꝛ whether thei be. li 
M. ſeing we perceiue, that when twoo oz thzee bee once 
woũded, the reſt bende the ſelues to flie awate . And foꝛ 
almuche as thei cannot wel be gouerned when thei bee 
but fewe, when there be ſo many thoulandes together, 
thet muſt then nedes be an impediment one to another, 
and bzeade a confuſion emonges them ſelues:thei be ſo 


vnweldie by reaſon of their huge bodies, that thei bee / . 


neither apt to paſſe foꝛwards, noꝛ pet to flie. haue al⸗ 
wates ſo litle eſtemed tha that when J haue had plentie 
of that kinde J would neuer ble the: knowing very wel 
that thei be moze daũgerous to ſuche as occupte them, 
then thei be to their enemies.

And ſo is Cilicia that flowed 
with the Perſians bloude, and Atbella whoſe plai - 
nes bee ſtrewed with their boanes . It is ouer late to 
counte the numbze of your enemies, after that with 
your victoꝛie ye haue made Alia deſert. When ye paſſed 
ouer Helleſpont, you ſhoulde then haue conſidzed your 
mall numbꝛe. Now the Dcythians dooe folowe vg, 
we haue aide at hande from the Bactrians and we ſup⸗ 
plie our power with the Dogdians. Pet foz all that, i 
is not in theim, in whom J put my confidence. J haue a 
regard vnto your foꝛce, I reſerue pour manhode about 
me, as a pledge # aſſuraunce ot my actes and doinges, 
So longe as Þ mate ſtande in the fielde emonges you, 


you but ſhewe an appataunce, that there is hope in you 
and cherefulneſſe. We are not now newelie entred into 
our trauaules, but haue paſſed all our laboures, being 
come to the riſing of the ſonne, and to the Ocean Sea, 
excepte our awne ſlougth bee our impedunente. From 
thens hauing ſubdued the woꝛlde, we chal retourne as 
victours into our countrie. Doe not you as theſe neg. 
ligente huſbandmen , that loſe their kruicte after it is 
once tipe.

But if vou will bee confente to heare youre 
ſouldiours griefes , and complaintes that be not feig⸗ 
ned, but erpzeſſed by fozce of very neceſſitie, J humblie 
beſeche pou then that yee woulde voucheſafe fauoura- 
blie to heare theim, that conſtantlie haue folowed your 
aucthoꝛitie, and foꝛtune, and are peat readie to folowe 
whereſoeuer you will appomete. O Alexander, with 
the greatneſſe of your Actes , ye haue not ouercome 
onely your enemies, but alſo vs your owneSouldiours 
Whatloeuer mannes moztalitie is hable to fulfille , 
that is perfourmed by vs, hauing paſſed ouer ſo many 
Seas, and Countries better knowen to vs, then to 
the very inhabitours, now remaining in maner in the 
vttermoſte ende of the woꝛlde. And yeat foz all this 
your purpoſe is to paſſe into an other Woꝛlde, and ſeke 
out an Inde vnknowen to the Indians . pee couet to

Cenus chaunced there to die, whole | 

death the king lamented, but yet he ſaid, that foz ſo few 

dates he had made an ouerlong Oꝛation, as though be 

alone cholde haue returned into Macedõ. By that time 

thenaute of Shippes, whiche he had appoincted to be nne 

made, ſtode in redines a flote,andMemndo in the meane 

ſeaſon bꝛought him oute of Thrace a N ok. bi. M. 

hoꝛſemen, and beſides from Harpalus. vii. M. fotemen 

with xrv. M. armours that were w2ought with ſiluer 

and golde, whiche he diſtributed emongſt his men, and 


commaunded the olde to be burned, purpoling to paſſe 
Cc. v. vnto 
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vnto the Ocean Sea with. M. chippes. But befoze his 


departure he reconciled. together by affinitie Pozug, 
and Taxiles, betwixte whom there was a newe diſs 
co2de riſen vpon their olde hatredes. He hadde obteined 
of theim great aide bothe in the making. and furniſhing 
of his naute. During the tune he was about that buſt- 
nes he builded there. li. cities wherok he called thoneNt- 
cea, and the other Bucephalon, dedicating the latter by 
the name of his hoꝛſe that was ded. He gaue o2dze that 
hig Elephanteg, and carriage ould paſſe by lande, and 
he ſailed doune the riuer, pꝛoceding euery dale about. xl 
kurlẽges ſo that he might euer lande his power in ſoche 
places as he thought conuenient. At length he came in⸗ 
to a countrie whereas the Riuer of Hidalpis and Aceſi⸗ 


Tye Soblong. jeg doe ioigne together and doe runne from thence into 


the boundes of a nacion called Sobions. Thei declared 
that their pzedeceſſours came of Hercules armie, whi⸗ 
che being left there ſicke did inhabite the countrte, Thet 
were clothed in beaſtes ſkinnes, vſing clubbes foꝛ their 
weapons, and though thei had lefte the cuſtomes ok the 
Grekes, vet ther appered many thinges emong theim, 
that declared from whens thet wer deſcended. Here the 
king landed, and marched. CC. furlonges within the 
countreie, whiche he waſted, and toke the chiefeſt Citie 
in theſame, There were. xl. M. menne that ſtoode in de⸗ 
fence againſt him vpon a riuers ſide, but he paſſed the 
water putting them to flight, and after thei fledde into 
the Citte,he wanne it by koꝛce. The childꝛen were ſlain, 
and the reſte ſolde as ſlaues. Me aſſaulted an other 


Citie where he was repulſed , with the greate foꝛte ol 


the Dekendauntes, and loſle many of his menne. But 
when the Inhabitauntes ſawe that he continued ſtill 


che liege, delpairyng of their ſaulfe garde, thei ſette fire 


on. 
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on their houſes and burned theſelues, their wiues, and 
their childzen. Whiche fire when the acedons queched 
and thei kindled theſame againe, it ſemed a ſtraunge 
contencione, the Citiz eins to deſtrote their owne citte, 
their enemies labouring to ſaue it:the Warres ſo con: 
trariouſly chaunged the la wes wꝛought in man by na⸗ 
ture. The Caſtle was ſaued wherein a guarriſon was 
left. Alexander went about this caſtle by water whiche 
was enutronned with the of the greateſt Rtuers in all 
Inde, Ganges except. Indus paſſing vpon the Nozthe 
ſide, and àceſines running intoHidaſpis vpon the ſouth 
Where theſe Rtuers mette, the waues roſe like ſurges 
of the Sea, being full of mudde , and ooes, whiche by 
the courſe of the Water dziuen vnto the ſides : foꝛ all 
that the riuers are bꝛoade pet the chanelles are but na⸗ 
rowe wherein the Shippes muſt paſſe. The waues did 
riſe ſo highe , and thicke , bzeaking ſometime vpon the 
Puppes of the chippes, and ſometime vpon the ſideg, 
that the ſhipmenne beganne to vale their Sailes . But 
thet were ſo froubled thzough feare , and the violente 
ſwiftneſle of the ſtreame, that thei could not oꝛdꝛe their 
tackling , ſo that twoo of their | Shippes wer? 
dzouned within ſight. And the ſmaller veſleiles whiche 
were as vnable to bee gouerned , were dꝛiuen vpon the 
ſhoꝛe withoute any harme . The King chaunced vpon 
the place whereas the waues went higheſt, wherewith 
his hippe was ſo toſſed, and trauerſed, that the healme 
could not directe his courſe, Wherefoze the king doub⸗ 
tyng of dꝛowning, pulled of his garment readie to caſte 
himſelf into the water and his fredes did ſwimme nere 
khereabout readie fo receine him: Jt appearing to him 
doubtfull, whiche peril was greateſt, either to lwimme 
02 fo continue ille aboozde , But the gy” 
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laboured wonderkullie with their oares adding all the 
foꝛce that laie in maͤs power to cut thꝛough the waueg 
by whoſe impoꝛtunate trauaile, the water lemed to di⸗ 
uide a ſoond2ei, and to geue place, ſo that at length thet 
haled out of the ſurges, and peat not able to bzinge the 
chippe to the choꝛe dached vpon the next flat, it appering 
that the ſhippes, and the ſtreame had fought a battaile 
togethers. Alexander hauing eſcaped this pertlle, ſet vp 
to euery riuer an aultare, whereupon he offred due ſa- 
crifice, and that dooen, paſt koꝛ warde thirtte — 

From thens he came into the countrete of the Du- 
dꝛichans, and Mallians, whiche accuſtomed to bee at 
Warre emongeſt theimſelues, then foz their owne De- 
fence, thei ioigned in ſocietie. Thei aſſembled in armes 
to the numbꝛe of. ix. M. footmen.x. M. hoꝛſemen and.ix 
C. armed wagons whereok when the Macedoncs were 
aduertiſed, whiche beleued that thet had paſſed all pes 
rilles ſeing a freche warre arile, with a newe fierce na⸗ 
tion, were amaſed with a ſodeine keare, and beganne a⸗ 


eve Eutinous gaine with ſedicious wooꝛdes to repꝛoue their King ;

Thei alleged that he woulde lately haue compelled 
them to paſſe the Riuer of Ganges, foꝛ to make warte 
vpon thoſe nations liyng beyonde theſame, whiche en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe though it were lefte, thei hadde not foꝛ all that 
ended the warte neuer the moꝛe. but rather made an ex⸗ 
chaunge of a newe labour, being putte foozth emongſt 
theſe wilde nationes, to make the Ocean Sea open to 
him with their bloudde, and to be dꝛawen beyonde the 
Sunne, and Sterres. Thei were compelled (thei 
ſaied) to viſite thoſe places, whiche Nature coueted to 
remone from mannes knowelege. @Thetgrudged 
that fo their newe Armoure, there were newe enemies 
raiſed vp, whom tf thet ſhoulde vanquiche, and u_ 10 
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flight, thei coulde not ſee what benekeicte ther coulde 
recetue thereby, but onely darkeneſſe and obſcuritie of 
the Aire , whiche alwaies couered the deepe Sea, re⸗ 
pleniſhed with multitude of monſters, wallowing in 
thoſe immouable waters, where as nature decaying, 
the failed of her foꝛce. The king litle moued in his awne 
reſpecte , was greatlie troubled with thoſe paſſtons of 
his ſpuldtours , Wherefozehe aſſembled thetmaltoge- | 
ther declaring of how feble a fozce thoſe nactons were, percwades 
whom thei feared ſo muche, whiche only remained, and ds 
were impediment vnto theim (hauing paſſed ouer ſo 
many countries) to attaine bothe to the fulle of their 
frauaill, and to the ende of the wozlde.Heſhewed how 
that in reſpecte of their fozmer feare, he hadde lefte his 

enterpꝛiſe ouer Ganges, with the conqueſt of the naci⸗ 

ons inhabiting beyonde theſame , and hadde directed 

his iourneie this waie, where as their glozie choulde 

bee as great, and their perill muche leſſe, and wherem 

thei hadde not farre to trauaill, ſeing the Ocean was 

in maner within ſighte, the Aire whereof he felte blo⸗ 

wing in his face . He required theim therefoze that thei 

woulde not enuie the gloꝛie that he ſoughte, by paſſing 

the boundes of Hercules, and Bacchus, ſeing that 

with ſo litle paine thet might geue vnto their king per⸗ 

— fame and immoztalitie. In doing whereof thet 

oulde departe out of India as victoꝛous, where as 
otherwiſe thei ſhoulde ſeeme to flte awate from thens. 

It is the pꝛopertie ofeuery multitude, and ſpeciallie 

of menne of warre, to bee dꝛawen with euery litle mo⸗ 

tion, emonges whom as ſedicion dothe ſone rile, ſoit 

is ſone pacified. There was neuer a moꝛe cherefull 

trie made of any armeie befoze, then the Souldiours 


them 
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theim whether ſoeuer he woulde , and make himſelfe 
equall in glozie to theim , whole actes he did counter⸗ 
feite. Alexander reioiſing in the willingneſſe that ap⸗ 

red in theim, remoued ſtreightwates towardeg 
bis enemies, that were the ſtowteſt people of all the 
ndians. Thei pꝛepared theim ſelues ſtowtlie foꝛ the 
warres , and chole foꝛ their Capitaine one of the Oxi⸗ 
dzacans that was of an appzoued manhode : Who en- 
camping at the foote of a mountaine, made fiers all 
abꝛoade, to cauſe his numbze appeare the greater, and 
wente aboute in vaine to feare the Macedones, when 
thei were in reſte, by making of Alarmes, with their 
cries and maner of howling . When the date appea⸗ 
red, Alexander hauing an aſſured truſte to winne the 
victoꝛie, commaunded the Souldtours to put on their 
armoure, and cherefullie to fall in oꝛdꝛe of battaill. 
But the Indians. whether it were foz feare, oꝛ by reas 
fon of ſome ledicton riſen emonges theim, ſodamelie 
fledde into the deſerte mountames, whom Alexander 
folowed in vaine, and not able to ouertake theim, toke 
their cariage. After this he came vnto a Citie of the 
Oxidꝛacans wherunto great numbze were fled,aſwel 
in truſte of the ſtrengthe of the place, as of their owone 
power. As Alexader was about to make the appzoche, 
Demephon his diuiner admontſhed him that he Could 
either deferre the matier, oꝛ els not medle with it at 
all, foz that there appeared ſignes that his life choulde 
be in perill. When Alexander had hearde his woꝛdes, he 
behelde him, and ſated:Jf any ma chould interrupt the, 
when thou art buſie aboute thy ſcience, oꝛ conſidering 
of the intrailes, chould not he ſeme vnto the troublous, 
and his comming bee vngratefull pes truely (quod 
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he.) So art thou nowe vnto me (quod Alexander.) 

Foz hauing ſo great matiers in hande, of moꝛe momef ; 
thenthe entrailes of beaſtes'y finde no greater impedi⸗ 

met then a ſuperſticious diumer. And as ſone as he had \ — 
ſpoken the woꝛde, he cauſ ed theim to rere vp ladders, | 


tier, he mounted vp the walle. Theſame was very na⸗ 

rowe in the toppe, not dunded with lopes (as is com- pp 

monlie vſed ) but encloſed with one whole and conti⸗ 

nuall battument rounde about, whiche cauſed it to bee 

the moꝛe harde to ſcale. p 

Alexander therefoze hauing no conuenient rowme 

to ſtande at his defence , ſtated vpon the walle, recet- 

uing vpon his target the dartes whiche were caſte af 

from all partes. His Douldeours coulde not gette 

o hun, thei were lo beaten from the walles by the 

multitude of ot that came from aboue . Pet at length 

when by thetr ſtaiyng thei ſawe their Kingegeuen vp 

into enemies handes, ſhame ouercame their im- 

minent daunger. But their ouermuche haſte was ouer | 

wore a lette, and the cauſe why,ther coulde not come to 

reſcue of their king. 

Foz whiles eueryman coueted vp the ladders, thei 

were ſo ſoze laden that thei bzake aſunder , and ſuche 

as were mounted vpon theim fell downe agatne, de⸗ 

teiuinge Alerander of his onely hope. So that in the 

lighte ol all the armeie, he Code deltitute as in a De⸗ 

ſerte, without any aide oz ſuccoure , and hadde weri⸗ 

ed his lekte arme ( with the whiche he helde his Tar⸗ 

n reteiuing the blowes. His frendes cried vnto 

that he ſhoulde leape downe vnto theim who ſtode 

ma readieſle to receme him. But he geuing no eare 

bnto them, vndertoke an meredible enterpꝛiſe and ſuch 
one 
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and whiles other menne ſticked, and ſtated at the ma⸗- πνοο * 
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wil. one as hath not been hearde of befoze, deſeruing ra- 
Mg | ther fame of raſheneſſe,then of any commendacton that 
7 Ncſpwats mighte ſoundeto his glozie . Foz with a full leape he 
ent did caſte himſelfe into the title that was ful of his ene⸗ 
17 mies, where as he coulde ſcarcelie haue any hope to 
fighte foꝛ his life, oꝛ in diyng to bee reuenged vpon 
his enemies. Foz befoze he coulde retouer his feete a⸗ 
gaine, it was likclic either he ſhoulde haue been ſlaine, 
oꝛ taken aliue. But he by chaunce ſo conueied his bo⸗ 
die, that he fell vpon his feete , and ſtanding, encoun- 
tred with ſuche as came againſt him: Foꝛtune ſo pꝛo⸗ 
uiding that he coulde not be encloſed aboute by reaſon 
of an olde tree, whiche cas it had been of purpoſe)ſtode 
nere vnto the wall: whoſe bzoade boughes full of lea⸗ 
ues couered him from aboue , and the greatneſſe of the 
ſtocke kepte his enemies from comming on his backe, 
and vpon the foze fronte he recemed the dartes þ were 
caſt againſt him with his target. Foꝛ though ther were 


neuer lo many that contended with him a karre of , pet 


durſte there no man come nere vnto him, and the bon- 
ghes kept of the arrowes and the dartes ſo wel, as his 

WI target did. Jn this extremitie the greatneſſe of Alexan⸗ 
ders kame chieklie, fought foꝛ him, and next deſperaeis: 
177 0 ,...., great encouragement foz a man to die honeſtlie. At 
length thzough the multitude of his enemies that con⸗ 
inuallie flocked about hun, both his target was laden

They had no leſſe care of Pto⸗ 
lomeus, then ok the kynge hym ſelfe , who vſedhym 
ſo familtariye, that when he was werted eyther wyth 
trauayle , o2 care of mynde, woulde ſit koꝛ hys ſolace 
wyth Ptolomeus, andat that time cauſed hys bedde 
to be bꝛought into hys owne chambze. When jatolo: 
meus was layde there, hefell ſodeynelyin_a pꝛo⸗ 
founde lleape,tn the whyche it ſeamed that a dꝛagon 
offred to hym an her be oute of hys mouthe koz the 
healyng of hys wounde. and takyng awape of the ve⸗ 
nyme. When he awaked, he declared his dzeame, 
and ſhewed bothe the colour and faſhion of the herbe 
affirming that he coulde knowe it, if eny man coulde 
fynde it out . That ſame was ſought by ſo many, that 
at length it was found,and being put vpon the woild 
the payne ſtreightwapes ceaſſed, and the ſkarre wyth:

licitie. When they had gone foꝛwardes foure hundzed 
kurlonges, the ſhyppemaiſters told the kyng that they 
kelte the ayze of the Sea.wherby they knewe that the 
Decean was at hand.
